It is 
a great act of love to God to trust, like a son, God’s 
tremendous power. There can be no confidence with- 
out the filial feeling. We always get back to the point, 
God is our Father. 

—‘‘Heaven, according to the Bible, is to be the future 
and eternal home of those who, by faith, accept Jesus 
Christ as their Savior and regulate their lives by the 
rules prescribed in his Gospel. Wecan not, of course 
in this world, pa understand what heaven is, an 
yet if we would study the Bible on this subject, as we 
may and ought, we should know enough about that 
world to rejoice with great joy over the prospect of goin 
there after death, and there — forever. No sma 
part of our ignorance of the heavenly life is due to our 
negligence of God’s Word.” 


Nothing can be more certainly true than this editorial 
utterance of the New York Independent, and yet it 
should be remembered that the responsibility for a pop- 
ular neglect of the Bible by professed Christians rests 
upon the Church, in that the mere human element has 
been made so prominent in the service of the sanctuary. 
The speculations of men, the catechism, the creed, and 
the prayer-book have been placed in the forefront, while 
to an extent that is alarming, the Word of God has 
been sent to the rear. 


—“The Salvation Army has a very large force in 
India, no fewer than fifty workers having been sent out 
at one time, recently. ajor Tucker, who is in charge 
of the army in India, says experience has taught them 
that concentration is most effectual in that vast empire. 
The officers live as the natives do, and speak only to 
natives. They soon learn the lan age. especially as it 
is made the language of prayer. s Mr. Tucker: 

‘We are bridging the chasm that has hitherto yawned 
between the English and nativesin India. The English 
despise the native habits, and the native resents English 
arrogance. Thus it is that between the two there is no 
bond of union. We are creating that bond. The 
natives are learning with amazement to recognize the 
fact that there are English who, for sheer love of their 
souls, are ready to cease to be English in order to meet 
them as brothers on common ground, and to most of the 
natives it is a revelation indeed. In reply to the re- 
proaches of a heathen schoolmaster who had asked some 
of our friends why they had brought the English into 
the district, theysaid, But these English are different from 
the others.’ T ey do not despise us; they love us; they 
are our brothers.’” 


Is not this a good reminder to all Christian workers? 
We can only hope to succeed to the extent that we can 
identify ourselves in loving sympathy with those we 
would save. In this Jesus Christ furnishes the divine 
precept and model. 


— Word and Work draws this distinction: “Our 
little systems have their day; then cease to be. There- 
fore we are comforted in thinking that Scripture is not 
scientific. Science has progressed in the past, and prob- 
ably it will not stand still in the future. Therefore it is 
fluid, not fixed. A divine revelation having such a 
character as this, is inconceivable. God may reveal pro- 
gressively; yet each communication is perfect in time 
and purpose. Change, such as science rightly claims, is 
impossible. The reason is simple enough. God speaks 
out of infinite knowledge; man continues a learner, con- 
fessing ignorance as long as he lives, Every formula 
which we express and every law we think we have dis- 
covered is subject to revision and correction. Where- 
as, a fact revealed by him who knows all things, remains 
a certainty for all times. On this account we distin- 
guish between a record of science and a record of facts. 
Facts are stubborn things; science, if it were stubborn, 
would be unscientific. Therefore God, in revealing 
truth, does not cast it in the human mold of science; 
he simply states facts or doctrines, and we are content to 
receive them on his authority.”

In writing to the Christian at Work he gives an inter- 


esting account of his attending, with Professor William 
Graham, D. D., on a late Sunday, Mr. Spurgeon’s Tab- 
ernacle and hearing him preach. After the preaching 
service Mr. Spurgeon invited them to sit with him at 
the Lord’s table while the sacrament was being celebra- 
ted. At his request Dr. Taylor made the prayer before 
the distribution of the bread, and Dr. Graham before 
the distribution of the wine. So this large-hearted man 
gave an illustration of genuine Christian fellowship. He 
is broader than the creed of his church, and every man 
will think more highly of his piety on account of such 
expressions of genuine Christian fellowship. In con- 
cluding his letter, Dr. Taylor asks, ‘Why should the 
minister of a Congregational Church in America go to 


London in order to enjoy the privilege of taking part in 


a communion service in a Baptist Church? I am ready 
to welcome Bro. Armitage in the Broadway Tabernacle 
Church as Mr. Spurgeon welcomed me. Won't he. fol- 
low such an excellent example in the Fifth Avenue 


Baptist Church?” 
—In regard to church unity, one of your contributors 


asks the question: “Which one?” thereby intimating 
that there can be no church unity without great conces- 
sions somewhere. What prevents unity of sentiment 
on the vital points of true Christianity, and a oneness in 
the exercise of the graces of the Spirit? Love, patience, 
charity, temperance, mercy, forbearance, tenderness one 
toward another, long suffering and humility, are fruits of 
righteousness which all denominations recognize, and if 
our lives yield these fruits the walls of pride will fall 
and brotherly and sisterly communion be maintained, 
yet we may be allowed to press to our hearts the “ares 
and penates” of our own House of Faith. It is no more 
possible for two persons of independent minds to think 
precisely alike than for two individuals to be identical 
in form and feature. Nor is it desirable. There are 


those who feel irreverent unless an image of the Virgin 
Mary occupies the holiest niche of their souls; there are 
those who have in their natures costly perfumed ward- 
robes for sacred vestments; there are those who con- 
scientiously refrain from mortal homage by never bowing 
to us, or removing their hats in our presence, and as long 


as the world endures, there will be those who believe 
that the sacrament of baptism should be administered 
by immersion, those who prefer sprinkling, and those 
who believe —_— poses May they not all be chil- 
dren of God? We have heard of a pious man living in 
the wilds of the West, who could never find the voice 
of prayer unless he had the thumb of his right hand in 
a certain knot-hole of his cabin. His prayers were 
doubtless heard and answered, but is that any reason 
why a knot-hole should be considered requisite to our 
worship? No. The question at issue is, Are we trying 
to live in obedience to the last t command of our 
avior, “Love one another?” If so, we bear one an- 
other’s burdens, and that is church unity. I am not 
quite sure but every one of us clings to some pet idea, - 
and would feel hurt if deprived of it; then let us grant 
indulgence to one another, and, sitting in sweet 
er, smoke the “pipe of peace” all the way down 
the ranks from Romanism to Universalism.

Knowledge is indispensable to truth. Man may not 
be able to act in a way profitable to himself unless he 
possesses some knowledge of the work in which he is 
engaged. -Put an illiterate man to work to develop the 
oil fields of this country, and what wild adventures he 
will make. He must have some knowledge of science, 
have looked somewhat into the formation of our earth, 
to draw anything like a correct conclusion. To name 
and locate the. stars, measure their distances from our 
world, calls out the intellectual powers, and these too 
well developed, All will agree with me that it is not 
done by the illiterate—by those who do not possess 
well improved minds. It requires some degree of 
knowledge to plant and cultivate a hill of corn or po- 
tatoes. I happened to be at the home of a gentleman 
who had resided in the city from childhood to old age. 
He concluded to move to the country, and did so in 
time to plant. He dug deep holes in the ground, put 
in the potatoes, covered them up, and waited patiently 
to see them come up, but to his surprise they did 
not show themselves. If it be so evident that knowl- 
edge is needful in the lesser things, how much more in 
the greater! We need the keen perception of a well 
trained intellect, made clear by the influence of the 
Divine. The Jews had a knowledge of God by the 
revelation of the Old Testament Scriptures, and yet 
they rejected the Messiah. How many there are pro- 
fessing faith in Christianity who know Christ only in 
the husk of the letter, but not in the essence of the 
spirit, as the Jews knew him under the shadow of 
types and ceremonies but were ignorant of him when 
he came to them! 

Knowledge is valuable only as it lifts us into a higher 
plane of being, but is not the be-all and end-all of our 
existence. The passion to obtain knowledge is superi- 
or to the knowledge itself, but both the passion and 
the knowledge are not sufficient to insure the safety of 
Church and state. There must be desire coupled with 
effort, and the wisdom so to use the knowledge as to 
improve and exalt the character and cultivate the 
whole nature of those who impart it as to make them 
not only better scholars, but better and nobler men and 
women. A man may have ever so much literal knowl- 
edge, but of itself it will be far from making him a 
good Christian. “The heathen were wont when they 
sacrificed to their gods to have the beasts crowned with 
garlands and roses; so they led them on to sacrifice.” 
How many are crowned with knowledge such as shall 
vanish away, and with it are going on to destruction! 

For these reasons no doubt Jesus gave us the text, 
“If ye know the truth, the truth shall make you free.” 
Truth defined ‘‘to be true must have the quality of 
being true; it must have conformity to fact or reality.” 
Jesus says, “I am the way, the life,and the truth.” 
He is the author and revealer of truth. “It I bear 
witness of myself my witness is not true. There is 
another that beareth witness of me; and I know that 
the witness which he witnesseth of me is true.” He 
here acquaints the Jews with the fact that it is God 
testifying of him by John the Baptist, through the 
descent of the Holy Spirit by miracles, and a voice 
from heaven, “This is my beloved Son; hear ye him.” 
Christ appeals to this testimony as what ought to con- 
vince them of the truth. Christ the truth comes as 
the “antitype,” filled with the spirit which stands over 
against the letter that kills, and with the law of the 
spirit of life in himself he makes men {ree from the law 
of sin and death. To be benefited by the truth men 
must receive it, but not by externals alone. “The 
natural men can not receive of the things of the Spirit 
of God,” for the reason that the natural is external and 
can not see the spiritual. We have an external rela- 
tion to all truth that we know, natural and spiritual. 

Such is the relation that many have to Gospel truth. 
Nicodemus, a doctor of the law, could not see the spir- 
itual because he himself was not spiritual. “How can 
this be?’’ is not only the interrogation of Nicodemus, 
but of thousands of others who have not spiritually dis- 
cerned. But the Christian has an internal relation to the 
truths of the Gospel. It is his privilege to take the 
truth into himself and so incarnate it that it becomes a 
part and particle of his being. In the winter-time the 


- earth gives no responses to the approach of the sun; 


though his rays may fall ever so direct and bright, yet 
there is no quickening amid the snow and ice that bind 
with fetters not easily broken. Such is the case with 
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and yet ‘awakem’ no recognition whilé’they keep their 
ingensible staté’still.. By aid by when the sun comes 
back from the south, his rays falling more direct upon 
the earth, signs of life appear in its myriad hosts 
everywhere as an evidence that at spring-time the earth 
takes the sun’ into itsolf, and as a product is car- 
peted with green, adorned with flowers, and so en- 
hances and beautifies the abode of man here below. 

When Jesus comes to men and touches their hearts 
by his spirit and warms up their frozen affections, and 
they open the door of their hearts to the blesssd mos- 
senger, they are quickened and made alive in all the 
forces of their being; their relation is no longer ex- 
ternal under such circumstances, but internal; they 
not only now comprehend truth, they love it. Two 
foroes are in mortal combat, truth and.untruth, These 
forces have long been in motion; a time came, how- 
ever, when the question was to be forever settled. 
This was done on@Calvary. Untruth has assumed 
mighty proportions; it has come to be a giant, a 
Goliath in our world. The debauchery, the crime, the 
distraction it occasions, who can tell? 


A young man was imprisoned for the murder of his 
wife. His father was under the painful duty of visiting 
him in his cell. ‘“Tell- me,” said the father, ‘what 
brought you to this unhappy place?” The son took a 
piece of charcoal from the fireplace and wrote, “Diso- 
bedience to parents, tobacco, profanity, theft, and mur- 
der will bring the gallows.”” A young man in Marion 
County, an only child, left home to attend the marriage 
festivities of a friend, but before leaving the fown of 
Marion took quite a load of spirituous liquors, and 
stopped by the way and refreshed himself. Night over- 
took him. The beast left the track, throwing the 
young man out and leaving him atthe mercy of the 
water in a deep ditch by the roadside. Hé tried to 
escape, but while attempting to cross a fl»od-gate his 
foot caught in the timbers, from which he could not 
loose himself, and he perished in the watcr. Fathers 
and mothers, see how step by step the once innocent 
boys and girls are taken into the trap, first enamored, 
then ensnared, and then destroyed! 

In the halls of the Inquisition they had what they 
called the virgin’s kiss. An effigy of a virgin was act 
up, and the artist had done his utmost to add charm to 
charm, and give loveliness to the face and features.

Bat truth rises above the rabble of an angry and blood- 
thirsty mob, and on Calvary sets in motion the cause 
of truth on the high road to success. Here s victory 
is achieved that has turned the world on the side of its 
greatest welfare, with a grand promise attending—‘‘ Not 
one word shall pass from the law until all be fulfilled.” 
In the cross the devil sees his malign purposes over- 
thrown, and the fact that a time shall come when his 
vile work shall havean end. “I am Alpha and Omega. 
I am he that was dead; and, behold, am alive for ever- 
more, Amen; and have the keys of death and of hell. 
I can open and no man shut, can shut and no man open.” 
Such is the character of the truth set forth in our text. 
Be of good courage, my brother, “for greater is he that 
isin you than he that is in the world.” Also, “He 
that hath begun a good work in you will perform it 
until the day of Jesus Christ.” 

From auch truths shall we not expect great achieve- 
ments? The now fettered and sin-burdened souls, 
“dead in trespasses and sins,” shall hear his voice and 
come forth clothed in the mighty power and spirit of 
the Infinite, and earth shall yet be redeemed, “for he 
must reign until the last enemy is destroyed; and then 
shall he have the heathen for his inheritance, and the 
uttermost parte of the earth for his possessions.”” The 
nations shall learn war no more, evil will be relegated 
to the background, and victory-will be complete for 
the truth. Rise up,O ye Church of the living God, 
and on to the fray!

: ~ After the temptation closed, the last of February, A. 
D, 27, Jesus returns to Bethabara, where John Bap- 
tist was still laboring ia his ministry. John declares 
to his disciples that this Jesus is the Messiah, the 
Lamb of God. Some of John’s disciples visit Jesus, 
They receive him, believe on him, and become his dig- 
ciples. Early in March, A. D 27, Jesus, at a wedding 
in Oana, furnishes water-wine as his first miracle, In 
April at Jerusalem he cleanses the temple, and re- 
ceives a visit from Nicodemus and gives him an in- 
structive sermon. He remains in Judea during the 
summer and autumn of that year. In December, A. 
D. 27, he returns to Galilee; on his way stops at 
Jacob’s well, instructs the woman of Samaris, and 
holds a two days’ meeting in the city of Sychar. In 
Capernaum of Galilee, on the northeastern shore of the 
Sea of Galilee, he heals the nobleman’s son, and here 
he makes his home after being rejected at Nazareth, 
April, A. D. 28. He attended his second pass- 
over at Jerusalem, and at the pool Bethesda cured the 
impotent man. His home in Galilee accords with the 
prophecy of Issish 9: 1,2. About this time, March, 
A. D 28, Joha Baptist is cast into prison at Machecua 
by Herod. 

Jesus now becomes the new preacher of Galileo. 
“From that time, March, A. D. 28 Jesus began to 
preach. His proclamation was, ‘Repsnt, for the king- 
dom of heaven is at hand.’”’ Jesus, for the last year, 
had been teaching and doing Gospel work, but for the 
most part it was individual and private. His entry 
upon his life-work, as a preacher of righteousness, ap- 
peara to have been inaugurated by a sermon preached 
at Nezareth. He began to preach and teach with au- 
thority. He calls four yourg men to assist him—strong, 
able-bodied men. They wero fithermen, but now are 
permanently called to be fishers of men. Three of 
these young men—Peter, Andrew, and John—had 
acoepted Jesus as the Messiah more than a year be- 
fore this expreas call. The new preacher is now ready 
for work, icr an active ministry. The fieids sre all 
white for strong missionary labor. It as an open-air 
ministry in the fishing-boat, by the seashore and the 
wayside. “Jesus went about ell Galilec.’ This was 
his first preaching tour. Galilee was a thickly settled 
country, of two or three millions of people. They 
were not so strongly bound by sectism, the influence 
and traditions of the Pharisees, as were the people 
of Judea. Galilee therefore was a better field for the 
new Gospel. Their synagogues were open for the 
teaching of the new preacher. The first circuit was 
new, and the people flocked to hear the young preacher 
from Capernaum. There was a synagogue or meeting- 
house in nearly every town and village. These local 
houses of worship originated during the captivity in 
Babylon. Schools and colleges were sometimes con- 
nected with them. 

This young preacher took the theme of John Bap- 
tist, saying in his sermons, ‘Repent ye, for the king- 
dom of heaven is at hand,” Mark says that he preach- 
ed the Gospel of the kingdom. Matthew says he 
preached about all Galilee, and in connection with this 
good news of the kingdom he healed “all manner of 
sickness and all manner of disease among the people.” 
And the report of the Capernaum preacher and his 
wonderful sermons and miracles went abroad through- 
out all Syria. This brought unto him the sick, per- 
sons taken with divers diseases and torments, persons 
possessed with devils, those which were lunatics, those 
that had the palsy, and he healed them. No natural 
remedies could cure these diffioult cases of disease. 
These cures were not shrouded in mystery, nor were 
they like acts of a necromancer. It was done in open 
day before the people. It was the work of a divine 
Jesus who spoke divine words and did divine deeds, 
being full proof that the new kingdom was from heaven. 
This Galilee tour was intensely attractive; great mul- 
titudes followed him, and the people came in crowds 
from Galilee, Decapolis, Jerusalem, Judea, and beyond 
Jordan. This first preaching circuit of Jesus is full of 
practical suggestions. The selection of the first minis- 
ters—they were industrious, busy mon, well qualified 
fishermen, and could be prepared to be successfu 
fishers of men. First in order with this new Gospel 
was the duty of repentance. It still heads the list. 
This good news ot the kingdom restores both soul and 
body to true health and life. Nothing bas done #0 
much for the health of the world or bodies of men 
snd women as the glorious Gospel given by Jesus

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THE CHALLENGE ACCEPTED. 


The Independent learns from various sources that 
thus far not a single evangelical minister in the whole 
country has ventured or even dared to announce pub- 
licly his belief in a future state of probation for any- 
body, neither has a single man been heard from who 
has had the courage to namea single passage of Script- 
ure which in his opinion clearly teaches this “hypothe- 
sis.” 
I regard the above statement as a challenge to catch 
some honest man, or it may have been to brand asa 
coward any man that may hold as private property his 
belief in a future state of probation for somebody. As 
I have but little, if any, private property in the do- 
main of thinking, I accept the challenge as an evangel- 
ical minister of unquestioned standing and integrity. 
T have no contraband theological goods that I am smug- 
gling. I pay duties on all my imports and exports. I 
expect to pay heavy duties on these uttsrances. It may 
be ostracism. Tho word probation is defined by Web- 
ster, thus: “The state of man in the present life, in 
which he has an opportunity of proving his character, 
and being qualified for a happier state; moral trial.” 
This definition does not limit the time of probation. 
By a future state of trial is intended a condition of 
probation in the next life or in the next world. God 
has no next world. He is omnipresent or he is not God. 
Man has no next life. Break the continuity of his life, 
and hisidentity islost. His life is cne, unmeasured and 
unbroken by the flight of years. His atate of trial be- 
longs to that one life in its entirety, whether for time 
or eternity. To say that God hes so fixed things by 
his all-wise fiat that a man whose life knows no limit 
must make good his character for endloss bliss within 
the limits of ten or one hundred years, lacks proof. 
At birth our probation all belongs to the future state. 
What we call death makes no break in the life chain, 
but is a birth in the stage of life’s progressive charac- 
ter. So far as we know character begins or may begin 
at all periods of human life. We know this to be true 
as far as we can trace man into the future. This isa 
natural law of right that rung into the spiritual world. 
A man may begin to love God at the tenth, hundredth, 
or millionth year of his being, under the divire charter 
of “Behold, now is the day of salvation.” Christian 
character is not a transaction that begins and is com- 
pleted between the cradle and the grave, but is pro- 
gressive in its work, and is as eternal as life. The re- 
joicivg millions will go on weaving and washing their 
robes and making them whiter and whiter in the blood 
of the Lamb, as the eaints of God do. Christian char- 
acter must be offered to human choice. When it is 
offered, ‘whosoever will come may come.” This offer 
is not periodical, but flows from the bosom of the Fa- 
ther perpetually as the light from the sun. “The 
Christ is the true Light, that lighteth every man that 
cometh into the world.” The Christ-light reaches to all 
“beyond the river.” If the light of nature can save 
one man it can save all. Then Christ has died in vain. 

It takes more than nature or natural law to make a 
Ohristian. “He that hath the Son of God hath life.” 
Christian life can only come from the Christ. All 
that Romans 1: 19-23 teaches is, that the heathen had 
light and law enough to awaken conscience, so they 
need not act like wild beasts. Paul is here speaking 
of law. Law makes nothing perfect. It never made 
a Christian. A world radiant with beauty may make a 
Soorates, but he lacked the Christ-life; but he will 
find it when he is put on his probation in the future 
state. Socrates died an idolater. His last words to 
Crito were, “We owe Esculapius a cock; pay it.” 

1, God’s rich provisions of love and mercy are not 
limited by place, time, nor space. 

2. Human ability. Will, the power of choice, is 
illimitable—is not cramped by three-score and ten years. 

3. Will power being an attribute of mind is co- 
existent with mind; if not, heaven is a paradise of 
fools, and sheol a gehenna of damned imbeciles. 

4. Death takes away no moral nor intellectual 
power, and adds none. 

5. If the added years of a man’s life are a state of 
probation, a time of trial, then each year must have 

ma season of probation; and, as the years were in 
the tuture, a man has as many states of future probation 
as he is yearsold. If probation holds good for seventy 
years in a man’s life, why not for a thousand, a million, 
8 billion, ad infinitum? 
6. If one man is saved by faith in the Ohrist—if 


he is the one name by which we must bs saved—then 
no man can be saved without a knowledge of the his- 
toric Christ. 

7. If all must be taught of God in order to be in- 
telligently saved, then the knowledge of the Christ 
must be brought to each human mind. 

8. God will never damn a man that has not light 
enough to save him. 

9 Aman is saved through his intelligence, there- 
fore God will make every man, woman, and child an 
intelligent offer of salvation, beginning at some link in 
the mystic chain of their unending life. This the 
ever-living God, whose offspring we are, who has 
created us in his own image, has bound himself by 
every attribute of his nature to do. Not to do it would 
be to deny himself. 

10. God, to bring us home to the bosom ot his love, 
if necessary, will exhaust all the rich resources of 
heaven. 

11. Not one member of the human family will be 
left to the never-devouring flames of unending agony. 
No sane man believes there is such anguish in store 
for any one. Many of our best citizens—sons and 
daughters—have passed the river poorly equipped. To 
believe they will have no probation beggars all cre- 
dulity. Thero is eternal access to the holy city—‘And 
the gates thereof shall in no wise be shut.” Rev. 21: 
25. ‘The river of life is there, and the tree of life 
spans the great river. And on this side of the river 
and on that was the tree of life; and the leaves of the 
tree were for the healing of the nations.” Rev. 22: 2. 
All may partake and live, or refuse and die. This is 
good tidings of great joy to the poor, belated weak- 
lings. 

May I in the providence of God be an honored mes- 
senger to carry a few of the leaves from the tree of 
life, aud lay them on some poor, sick one, that through 
weaknoss has lost hia way in the journey of life, and 
see him home in good health! 

I believe in a future state of probation: 1. For all 
infants that die in childhood; 2. For all imbeciles; 3. 
For all heathen; 4 For all the unwashed millions of 
our cities, that have been neglected by the Church and 
corrupted by our civilization; 5. For the blind leaders 
of the blind; 6. I claim a future state of probation for 
all intelligent beings. I claim it not as an “hypothe- 
sis,” but as a workiog basis. In it is involved the 
honor of God, the glory of the Christ, and the teach- 
ings of the Bible. I. Peter 3: 19, 20, to me, clearly 
teaches Christian work in hades. Salvation is offered 
to the prisoners in all the cells. (Luke 4: 18)

1. Jesus is so careful of his table that he will not 
commune with his own mother. 2. Communion is in 
the church only, and none but “members of the 
church” or “sister churches” have a right to the table. 
These objections cover the door, and I now renew my 
offer of one hundred dollars for Gospel proof that I am 
incorrect. Come, brother, please give us a “Thus saith 
Jesus” or apostles, or confess you are a traditional 
man.

“SEVERE TRIALS.” 


In a recent issue (July 28, 1887) of a talented paper, 
which is the organ of a body that has a little creed, a 
wee, wee, little one, not enough to harm anybody, but 
just enough to do them good, except by its mistakes in 
doctrine, which occur in all creeds (except the Bible), 
I find the following earnest appeal of the editor to the 
brethren of his denomination: 

“Read the ‘Treatise.’ It is astonishing to see how 
little is known by our church-members, and even many 
of our preachers, respecting church polity. The 
true source of ministerial credentials; the relations of 

















the church to the Meeting, of the Meet- 
ing to the Meeting, and of the Meeting 
to the Conference; and the constitution and 





duties of councils, are plainly given upon a very few 
pages of the ‘Treatise’ and yet, for the lack of this 
very important information, much confusion, and fre- 
quently severe trials, are experienced. Read the 
‘Treatise.’”’ 

I sympathize with the editor who penned the foregoing, 
but yet I can not but think that the trouble is that the 
creed is not large enough; the “Treatise” is not impor- 
tant enough; it is one of those harmless statements, 
and that is the reason it is not read. 

But, dear brethren, you ought to read the “Treatise” 
anyhow. You can not tell what you believe, much less 
can you know much unless you read the “Treatise.” It 
is astonishing to see how little you know, “even your 
preachers,” respecting your church polity. “For the 
lack of this very important information” you are sub- 
jecting your denomination to confusion and frequently 
to “severe trials.” 

Bro. Bickford, I think one trouble with your people 
is, that you do not have enough “Treatise.” If you 
had another treatise to explain the one which you have, 
or a treatise which would be interesting, or more 
talented, or startling, perhaps the people might read it 
and have more information about your denomination; 
I mean your “own preachers.” I sympathize with you 
most deeply in your “frequent trials,” but I do not 
know how to assist you unless I would recommend 
another treatise, or that you abandon your “Treatise” 
altogether. The idea of a treatise is to protect; but ig 
it does not protect, I see no benefit in it. es 

But may it not be possible, dear brother, that this 
“Treatise” of yours does not represent your polity? 
Perhaps it does not discriminate against some other de- 
nominations satisfactorily, or, like other treatises and 
other statements perhaps, it has been carried through 
your assemblies by the managers, and will, in like man- 
ner, be accepted only gradually by the mass of the preach- 
ers and people. How much better to abide by the 
Word of God, and to endure your “frequent severe 
trials” while standing upon a simple Christian basis!

It is worth while to go to Northfield just to see the 
work that is going on there. It was my privilege to be 
there when the first seminary building was dedicated 
in 1880. Mr. Moody, in a few simple words, told us 
that his father died a bankrupt when he was four years 
old, leaving his mother with, I think it was, ten chil- 
dren; that he never had a chance for an education, had 
always felt the lack of it, and always should. Orphans 
everybody felt interested in, but it was these children 
whose parents did not feel like giving them up, and yet 
could not do for, that he felt like taking hold of and 
working for. 

That year a fund was started for a boys’ school, and 
when we were there the next year, it was in operation 
in cottages on the other side of the river. Now, there 
is a fine, large building for the boys’ school, with 
cottages, and the girls have three nice buildings, besides 
a recitation hall and a library building in process of 
erection. And that hall is a marvel in its acoustic 
properties and the perfection of its ventilation. Add 
to it the inspiration of such a leader as Prot. Towner, 
and I think you could sing there if you could not sing 
anywhere else; and with all the hot and muggy weath- 
er of those August days, and the large audiences in 
constant attendance, there was never a sense of close- 
ness. 

It was wonderful to sit there and feel that out of the 
sense of love in this one life has grown, with God’s 
blessing, not only these advantages for the rising gen- 
eration, but men of rare intellectual and Christian at- 
tainments, from different parts of the world, gather to 
teach and to be taught in turn, and to drink with other 
thirsting souls from the great fountain of inspiration. 

I want to give you a few thoughts from the different 
speakers. 

Prof. Greene, of Princeton, spoke the first morning 
from II. Peter 1: 5-8. He referred to faith as ab- 
solutely necessary to the Christian life, but after that 
you must grow. The epistle was addressed “to them 
that have obtained like precious faith,” and urges in 
them the building up of every virtue; otherwise they 
were like a man who spends his all on the foundation, 
and then ceases to build. Add one layer of stone after 
another. Faith is the spring of every grace. We must 
aspire to a faith which is something more than an un- 
developed germ; it bears fruit. We may nurse our 
faith till we kill it. It should grow naturally till it 
embraces everything. The apostle would have us 
guard against the fatal mistake of supposing that faith 
is simply a seed cast into the ground. It must be cul- 
tivated, and grow, and bear fruit. We must seek for 
a fully-rounded Christian character. He tells the 
particular virtues which go to make up this, and we 
are to go on continually adding. The acquisition of 
any one facilitates progress in any other; so we are to 
go on until we reach the stature of perfect men in 
Ohrist, “For so an entrance shall be ministered unto 
you abundantly into the everlasting kingdom of our 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ.” 

Faith is the root, and love the consummation. Add 
to faith virtue, energy, force of character turned in the 
right direction, spiritual valor; add knowledge, dis- 
cernment, discretion. The soldier must not only be 
brave, but must have knowledge, must know the enemy, 
must know his own weapons, and how to use them. 
Add temperance, wisdom, not blind zeal. This leads 
to patience, quiet submission, endurance; not discour- 
aged; no such word as fail; endure to the end. This 
strengthens godliness, piety toward God, which de- 
velops brotherly kindness and love to God and man. 

He called our attention to a word that could not be 
fully translated, but was only open to him who care- 
fully studied the original; and suggested that there 
was a rich aroma about the direct expression of a 
writer that could no more be translated than a painter 
could reproduce a sunbeam. Add and minister are 
translated from the same word, bringing out the re- 
ciprocal action of God and man. The cultivation of 
holiness, a grateful acknowledgment of God’s goodness, 
and labor in his vineyard prepares for the wages he 
bestows. If a man assumed public expenses, the word 
add was used, as adding to the public good. So the 


it to that degree of attainment that our lives shall be 
a perfect harmony. If one of the parts is lacking, the 
harmony will be incomplete. We must lead the 
choral band in the presence of the world and high 
heaven, and must delight the world and be pleasing to 
God. Obhristian life should present to the world the 
highest attainment. The power of music represents 
the power of a godly life. For human hearts are so 
completely out of tune that no note can awaken a vi- 
bration. Vast audiences are swayed as one man by 
music. Shall it not be thus that the world shall be 
converted, when the Church shall give her glorious 
anthem its full effect? The music of an anthem can 
be heard further than the din of discord. There is 
unrivaled power in a holy life to perpetuate, even as 
the mountain horn is heard long after the blowing has 
ceased. Use all diligence in leading this choir, and 
you shall be admitted with it to the glories of heaven. 
You are training for eternity, to join with the angels, 
and God shall say, as of the new created earth, “It is 
good.” Not an entrance on sufferance, but a joyful 
welcome, an entrance ministered abundantly. Like 
the successful competitor in the games, you do not go 
in unnoticed. 

When celebrated singers visit our shores, the news 
is spread abroad. Popular expectation is nourished, 
and homage is rendered them. There is a type in this 
for this world and the next. Men will gather where 
their tastes are gratified. What would be the 
effect if men put forth now on earth the harmonies of 
heaven? People would be arrested and moved. To 
many an humble child of God, who so feels his inabil- 
ity now, the apostle comes with this cheering expres- 
sion, “For so an entrance shall be ministered unto you 
abundantly into the everlasting kingdom of our Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ.” The orchestra of heaven is 
not complete without you.

AN AFTER THOUGHT WHICH IS NOT ALL 
AN AFTER THOUGHT. 

In a certain ministerial institute, not many weeks 
ago, I listened to a discussion on the inspiration of 
the Bible. Some ministers claimed that certain por- 
tions could not be inspired of God; that they are un- 
true, immoral, vulgar, and corrupting in their infla- 
ence; that most any of our best and most intelligent 
ministers could revise our Bible and give us one much 
better than the one we have; that it is very dangerous 
to have our youth read certain portions of our Bible; 
that Vashti was a more virtuous woman than Esther, 
etc., etc. The ministers who talk in that way I have 
heard of before, and others like them. Some call 
them “advanced thinkers.” Yes, we read of them; 
Paul encountered them in his time. They are wise 
above what is written, having very keen intellects and 
correct reasoning powers (as they think); they exalt 
reason above revelation, and tell us there is no devil, 
and Christ was mistaken when he said, “Ye are of 
your father, the devil.” How can that which Jesus 
calls the devil be a liar, and the father of it, if not an 
intelligent being, knowing right and wrong? 

Does God call men to preach and leave them to 
their own reason and judgment as to what they shall 
proclaim? If not, then such ministers are not called 
of God. For, really, if the Bible is what they say it 
is, no one has any definite, reliable message from 
heaven to proclaim. Left to our own reason as to 
what is, or is not, the revealed will of God, the Mor- 
mon has as good a right to believe and claim that his 
Bible is God’s will, as we ours. And so the Moham- 
medan and the Spiritualist. Is God able to reveal 
his will to man, by man, in ite purity? Has he ever 
done this? And is he not equally able, by man, to 
preserve that message, uncorrupted by the teachings 
of men, and hand it down to all coming generations? 
To say God has not done this, is to call in question his 
wisdom and love for man and our salvation. Paul 
wrote to Timothy, “Preach the Word,” and, speaking 
of himself, he says: “Now the things which I write 
unto you, behold, before God, I lie not; but I certify 
you, brethren, that the Gospel which was preached of 
me, is not after man; for I neither received it of man, 
neither was I taught it, but by the revelation of Jesus

preached unto you, let him be accursed.”’ Paul was 


that same Jesus of Nazareth. (But according to our 
“advanced thinkers” (?) we are'not sure Paul ever 
wrote any such thing.) When Jesus ascended up to 
heaven, he did not say to the apostles, “Go ye into 
all the world and teach all nations” whatever your 
reason and judgment may think right, but “to observe 
all things whatsoever I have commanded you.” Moses 
and the prophets were as confident as Paul that they 
lied not, and what they proclaimed was God’s mes- 
sage to man, and even Noah and Jonsh, whom these 
“advanced thinkers” (?) olaim never lived. 

But the thought I had in mind when I began is this, 
I have never yet found such a minister who is a suc- 
cessful pastor. As to being successful evangelists, 
that is something they never think of doing. Not one 
of those men who thus talked about the Bible is 
building up churches in Christ. Oae is not known to 
have done much in the ministry for twenty years. 
Another is noted for tearing down and scattering the 
flock wherever he has lecated. And others are beat 
described in the words of Jude: “These are spots in 
your feasts of charity, when they feast with you, feed- 
ing themselves without fear; clouds without water, 
carried about of winds; trees whose fruit withereth, 
without fruit, twice dead, plucked up by the roots; 
raging waves of the sea, foaming out their own shame; 
wandering stars, to whom is reserved the blackness of 
darkness forever.” ' 

The preaching of men who question the truthfulness 
and inspiration of our Bible, will not alarm sinners, 
nor build up churchesin the one thing needful above 
all things—true piety, true devotion to God, and 
bringing forth much fruit to the glory of God.

One of Chautauqua’s grand days was Monday, 
August 8th—so beautiful with healthful air and clear 
sunshine, Yesterday was really a rest day, only three 
services being held, or perhaps four with the nine 
o’clock devotional exercises. The somewhat tired ex- 
pression of last week seems to be gone, and freshness 
appears in the step and expression of all.

The 
question of temperance has come to the realm of poli- 
tics to be solved. Moral agencies alone have been un- 
able to solve or meet this question. The Church is 
the great moral power in our land. What influence 
has the Church on this question! On the divine side 
the Church is God’s exponent of truth and righteous- 
ness, and through the Church God works; but in order 
that his purposes be accomplished, the members of his 
Church must be thoroughly consecrated to his work. 
God does not need parties, but he does need men—men 
who are every inch of them men—so wedded to prin- 
ciple as to break with every unholy alliance. 

What is the Church, and what has it done on the 
human side? It is the aggregate of those who profess 
to follow the Lord Jesus Christ, and in imitation of 
his loving ministries. In caring for the tempted it has 
failed because, though seeking to reform the drunkard, 
the Government protected the saloon in its aggressive 
work of seduction and death. The crusade movement 
failed because the Government was on the side of the 
saloon. People have criticised the crusade, but it was 
the outburst of the smothered ory of outraged moth- 
ers and invaded homes from which lovely boys had been 
stolen by the saloon to supply recruits for the great 
army of drunkards, upon which that Satanic power 
feeds. Why the crusade? To save the boys from this 
demon of destruction.

Well, I’il tell you what ought 
to be done with a man whose religion is so sublime, so 
ethereal, so thin, so heavenly that he can’t carry it out 
where it is needed—into the political realm—in these 
days, and speak for his country there from the heights

Let reports be discussed in 
open conference, where the hearing is limited, the audi- 
ence not disappointed, and Czsar enthroned where 
God should be worshiped. From what we hear Miami 
Conference will do so no more. 

—It is officially stated that the missionary contribu- 
tions from the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church, 
New York Oity, amount to $36.279 for home, and 
$29,425 for foreign missions for last year. The First 
Presbyterian Church of Chicago was next in rank, 
giving $25,988 to the home, and $15,411 to the foreign 
mission cause. These two. churches gave to the mis- 
sion cause last year $107,103. What an example to all 
the other churches in the land! For very shame we 
will not set in contrast the entire amount given by the 
Ohristian organization for mission purposes during the 
same time. 
~ —We are informed by the press that Rev. Dr. Par- 


ker, of the city of London, England, arrived in New 


York, August 28:h. It has been stated by some papers 
that he comes with a view to accept the pastorate of 
Plymouth Ohurch. Dr. Parker denies this most em- 
phatically, and assured the reporter that he had not re- 
osived a call to become the successor of the lamented 
Beecher. He was under contract, before Mr. Beecher’s 
death, to come over to America on 9 lecturing tour. 


Dr. Parker will deliver a eulogy on Mr. Beecher, Oo- 
tober 4th, in the Academy of Music, Brooklyn, New 
York, under the auspices of the Beecher Statue Fund. 
Mr. Gladstone will unite with the President of the 
United States in accepting the dedication of the eulogy. 


—In our visitation of the churches aad conferences 
we find that many of our ministers and nearly all our 
church and conference clerks are not in possession of the 
Christian Quadrennial Book.

THE SPIRITUAL BODY. 

Certainly Joseph Cook, of Boston, is no mean author- 
ity upon any subject within the circle of his scientific 
study. We may not be able to agree with him in all 
the propositions he affirms, and yet it is an extremely 
difficult task to disprove any position he has taken. In 
his discourse on “The Resurrection Body,” he says: 
“In every leaf on the summer boughs there is a net- 
work which may be dissolved out of the verdant por- 
tion, and yet retain as a ghost the shape which it gave 
the leat from which it came. In every human form 
growing as a leaf on the tree Igdrasil, we know that 
network lies within network. Each web of organs, if 
taken separately, would have a form like that of man. 
There might be placed by itself the musoular portion 
of the human form, or the osseus portion, or the veins, 
or the arteries, and each would show the human shape. 
If the nerves could be dissolved out and held up here, 
they would be white form, coincident everywhere 
with the mysterious, human, physical outline. But 
the invisible nervous force is more ethereal than this 
ghost of nerves. The fluid in which the nervous 
waves occur is finer than the nervous filaments. What 
if it could be separated from its environment, and 
held up here? It could not be seen, it could not be 
touched. The hand might be passed through it, the 
eyes of men in their present state would detect no 
trace of it, but it would be there.” 

The theory is boldly advanced that behind the nerves, 
underlying all matter, there is a non-atomic body, 
an ethereal, invisible, intangible framework—a body, 


which enswathes the soul, and upon which, so to 
speak, all the atoms of the bodily frame are built. 
Science has reached this conclusion, and the conolu- 
sion agrees with the biblical fact that there is a “spirit- 
ual body.” This “spiritual body” rises out of the phys- 
ical body at death. And is not this the resurrection 
body? and may it not be that it carries with it the 
power of appropriating to itself the elements of the 
world into which it passes? Thus men have believed 
and taught upon these thrilling subjects, and though 
we may not be willing to admit their claims and the- 
ories, the study of their arguments will be helpful.

PROBATION BEYOND DEA14H. 

This doctrine has not been the teaching of the Her- 
ALD in the past, nor is it likely to become its teaching 
largely in the future. There are, however, good breth- 
ren among us, as there are similar brethren among the 
denominations of all creeds, who cordially entertain 
the doctrine of eteraal hope. Many think that a doo- 
trine secretly entertained should be publicly advocated, 
and must be where the party is true to his own con- 
victions and manhood. Thus impelled by conscience, 
a few of our brethren have publicly, by pulpit and by 
press, proclaimed their faith in the above doctrine. It 
is not, however, the general teaching of the Christians, 
and, while we do not object, we do not remember that 
the HERALD page was ever before opened to its 
advocacy. 

Personally, we could not indorse the doctrine, but 
we do not incline to be condemnatory of him who 
does. Nor is it our object here by elaborate argument 
to disprove the theory or combat the teachings of an- 
other person. We do think, however, that a Uhristian 
minister should teach only what the Word itself em- 
phaticallyand clearly proclaims tohim. Thatis,aChris- 
tian minister should bea Bible preacher, and he should 
advocate no theory as Gospel that the Gospel does not 
clearly sustain to him. He who advocates eternal hope 
as a theory, we fear draws from the treasury of his 
feelings and sympathies rather than from the Word. 
This he really has no right to do as a Gospel preacher. 
Still it may be said, “If our feelings and sympathies— 
the better elements of our natures—seem to advocate 
or plead for the theory, then the theory is well sup- 
ported in that it is evidently in harmony with human 
pature. And if in harmony with human nature and in 
conflict with the Word, then the Word and human na- 
ture are in conflict.” But this is not a safe reasoning, 
for these very elements of our nature would stand often 
in the way of the execution of all law, and to followthese 
would be to disrupt all society. 

The Bible does not so much appeal to our sympathies 
as to our intelligence. Reason and not emotion is the 
proper basis for belief. No mother would consent that 
her childshould be irrecoverably lost, nor would she con- 
sent without protest to his imprisonment or execution. 
In these matters, for the sake of humanity, the law 
must ignore her pleadings and protests. The universal 
voice, perhaps, based on the simple pity of the heart 
would be, “Lord, let all men live forever, or by some 
means bring al] men into final felicity.” But this in- 
stinctive pleading is not conclusive evidence of the cor- 
rectness of this doctrine. 

What saith the Word? should be our inquiry, and 
whatever that inspired Word may teach we are safe to 
accept as true. We know of no utterance of the Word 
that plainly promises salvation to the man who dies in 
his sins. We know of no sentence that intimates that 
a man may have a second chance beyond the grave. We 
do not believe that a single verse or line Ainés that the 
gates of glory will ever open to the finally imponitent. 
A man may hope they will, and most ardently so, and 
we know many good men who do, but for man to teach 
the doctrine emphatically and thus perhaps lead some 
men to‘defer penitence and reformation to the life beyond 
death, is a terrible responsibility to assume. If we be- 
lieved in future probation with all the heart, seeing the 
Bible as we now do, we would not teach it in the convic- 
tion that only injurious results would follow the teach- 
ing. Wecan not believe, however, that the TRUTH taught 
can ever result ia moral harm. We could see no ad- 
vantage morally in the teaching, and it would not 
gratify us to teach what would do the world no morsl 
good. Right here is the surest evidence to us of the 
falsity of the doctrine. : 

A doctrine to be true must be helpful—it must lead 
men to a better life and awaken tos reformation, We 
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question if the simple proclamation of eternal hope 
ever awakened one soul to a holy life. We fear this 
proclamation has held many ten thousands in the chains 
of sin and moral death. It is enough, as we conceive, 
to show mar that he can be saved by immediate re- 
pentance. We cordially think this is the only safe 
form of preaching. 

If endless probation is to be God’s rule, we further 
thiak that he has shown infinite wisdom in concealing 
the fact. Plainly proclaimed in his Word, it would 
morally neutralize the power of that Word.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Wasuineron, D. 0., August 29, 1887. 

After testing the new civil service regulations in the 
War Department, the Civil Service Commissioners 
state that the experiment was a success, except in some 
minor particulars that can be readily adjusted to meet 
existing conditions of the system in question. Asa 
result of this examination the Commissioners have 
certified to the War Department the names of eight 
persons for that number of $1,200 vacancies, and names 
to fill the forty-eight vacancies in the $1,000 class will 
at once be certified. These appointments will be made 
with due regard to the apportionments of the offices, 
according to the quotas of the several states of the 
Uaion. The new rules will be applied to the clerks of 
all the departments in the Treasury, it is supposed, 
being met in order. 

It is given out that Secretary Lamar is strenuously 
opposed to the new civil service rules, and that he will 
exert his influence to prevent their application to the 
Interior Department, though I doubt the truthfulness 
of the report, for Mr. Lamar, having been a college 
professor, fully appreciates the scholarly attainments 
of his subordinates. 

I have it from good authority that the new Commis- 
sioner of Patents has made the unexpected and inter- 
esting discovery that the pay-rolls of his office contain 
the names of quite a startling number of ladies or 
women whose salaries are not provided for in the Con- 
gressional appropriation bills, and who are classed as 
“Jaborers,” but whose labors are not perceptible—at 
least to the public vision. These fair “laborers” are 
chiefly distinguished by their attractive personal ap- 
pearance, and it is said they are protected by statesmen 
high in the councils of the Nation. 

General Allen Rutherford, formerly an auditor of 
the Treasury, but now a prominent claim attorney of 
this city, and a clerk named Brouner, of the Pension 
Office, are under arrest on the charge of purloining 
Government records from that bureau, the penalty be- 
ing five years at penal servitude. The clerk confesses 
his crime, but the lawyer stoutly denies his guilt and 
attempts to saddle another with the offense charged. 

The Treasury has redeemed and re-coined into dimes 
about four and three quarter millions of trade dollars. 
The time for redemption will expire in a few days, 
and it is believed that very little is now left outstand- 
ing. Desyite the fact that more than sixteen million 
dollars have been paid on pensions this month, the ex- 
cess of Treasury receipts over all disbursements foots 
up three and a half miliions for the same period—thus 
largely augmenting the already enormous surplus, 
which seems a very troublesome white elephant on the 
hands of the Government. 

National Bank depositories now hold $20,204 254 of 
Gvvernment funds—by far the largest amounts they 
have ever had in their history. 

The last Cabinet meeting was one of Acting Secre- 
taries—Secretary Bayard the only member present— 
the others being away on their vacation, 


Colonel Daniel Lamont, the President’s private secre- 
tary, is said to be interested in a Democratic pictorial 
weekly, soon to be launched on the great sea of New 
York journalism. I hear that the new venture will 
call into requisition the wonderful talents of Thomas 
Nast, who has done so much to win fame and fortune 
for Harper's Weekly. 

Delegates to the International Medical Congress are 
arriving daily, and it is thought there will be from two 
to three thousand—perhaps more—ia attendance. It 
will probably be the largest and most important meet- 
ing of this character that ever assembled, and its de- 
liberations are anticipated with general interest. 

Several public mestings of the citizens of Washing- 
tion have been held lately, in which were boldly pre- 
sented charges of malfcagance and misfeasance in the 
management of the affaira of the city water depart- 
ment, and the President was even petitioned to remove 
the District Commissioners for neglect of duty. But 
the fact that the accounting officers of the Treasury 
Department have at last certified to the correctness of 
the accounts of the Commissioners for nine years past, 
will, I suppose, acquit them of all blame and put a 
quietus to the agitation. 

Among the other numerous attractions, the Federal 
City is a great Gretna Green for eloping couples from 
the states of Maryland and Virginia,and not a week 
passes that does not witness these romances in real life. 
“The cruel parents” generally telegraph for the arrest 
of the fugitives, but seldom in time to frustrate the 
hopes of the determined lovers.

DIARY OF D. F JONES FROM LONDON TO 

YOKOHAMA, JAPAN. 

Off Kobe, Japan, May 11th to 13th.—About day- 
break wind was brisk and cool; arrived at Kobe about 
7a-M. The town lies a little in to the left from the 
main track to Yokohama. We anchorin the bay which 
is rather open, because the wharf or pier lies against 
too shallow water, drawing only 20 feet of water, while 
we draw fully 23 feet; the bay forms the only harbor at 
this point, which is not very good. Kobe lies before 
anda little to our left, while Hiogo is in front; the 
two places are like one, separated only by a stream. 
Kobe seems to be almost exclusively the native part, 
while Hiogo is the part where foreigners live. The 
streets of the foreign part are generally wide, while those 
of the native are generally narrow. The native houses 
are usually low and generally two stories high. You 
very seldom see chimneys to the houses, only of the for- 
eigners. I went also to see Osaka, a distance ot twenty 
miles, by rail. It is a much larger place than Kobe 
and Hiogo combined, ‘or while the two last have about 
50,000, Osaka has 275,000. Its streets are more like the 
above, only in some and at the rear of othersare canals 
varying in width, some being very wide; a good deal of 
manufacturing goes on here also. I visited the mis- 
sionaries at these places, and they all treated me very 
kindly. I learned much of their work, and realize 
more fully the difficulties under which we must labor, 
being so late in the field; but we are by no means dis- 
couraged, for there is very much to be done in Japan, 
and plenty of room and need of such workers as our 
dear people can justynow afford to send. Some of the 
brethren are already beginning to reap in rich abund- 
ance fruit of their labors; others see at present little 
fruit; some declare that some of the reports of such 


grand results must be exaggerated. In some respects 


we must labor for a while under disadvantages, and if 
the reports for some time are almost without interest 
all of us must labor on, do our whole part, and God who 
is for us will surely give us the victory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

Idyumi Strait, Inland Sea, Japan, May 14th.—Left 
Kobe at 6 P. M.,. bringing with us 200 cattle, and no 
feed for them until they arrive at Yokohama, fully two 
days in all without food. We are now leaving the 
Inland Sea and before long will be on the Pacific 
Ocean. 

Pacific Ocean, May 15th.— Vessel rollingand pitching 
this morning; very rough on the cattle; one of the new 
passengers seasick; had a quiet service this morning; 
believe the Lord is going before us and is our strength ; 
have also many reasons for thanksgiving to the good 
Lord for all we have received from his gracious hand 
throughout the voyage. 

Yokohama, Japan, May 16:h.—Through the goodness 
of God we have arrived at our long journey’s end after 
58 days on the road from London, having traveled 
11,600 miles, and from my home in North Carolina, be- 
tween 15,000 and 16,000 miles. We arrived about 6 A. 
M. Praise God once more for al! his mercies, and may 
we be enabled to glorify him more fully through our 
Lord Jesus Christ.

SWOPE—John Swope was born in Westmoreland 
County, Pa., February 6, 1814; died near Point Isabel, 
Clermont County, Ohio, August 11, 1887, aged 73 years, 
6 months, and 5 days. He was brought to Ohio when but 
15 monthsold; was reared and always lived on the farm 
where he died, and was consequent 7 well known. He 
was married to Eliza-Ann Keethler in 1840, to whom he 
was a true and devoted husband. To this union were 
given four children; three of them, with the wife and 
mother, still live. - In early life he was converted from 
sin to God and united with the M. E. Church, but soon 
after identified himself with the Christian Church, being 
received into fellowship at the Salem Church by the ven- 
erable Matthew Gardner, and baptized by Elder C. 8. 
Manchester. In 1850 he was chosen deacon of thechurch 
and was ordained by Elders C. S. Manchester and N. 
Dawson. He was conversant with the introduction of 
the Christian Church in this part of Ohio and was famil- 
iar with Gardner, McClain, and others of the pioneer 
ministry. He was quite familiar with our lamented 
editor (A. W. Coan), and was a great admirer of bis tal- 
ents, energy, and devotion to the spirit of Christian lib- 
erty. His character was blameless, and he lived in all 
good conscience toward God and toward man, and justly 
merited the title that his neighbors and acquaintances 
were pleased to give him, “Honest John Swope.” Being 
of a philosophical mind, hisevery action was the product 
of reason, and being also blessed with an unusual 
amount of moderation, he never acted hastily or from 
impulse, but deliberately, prayerfully, and conscien- 
tiously considered the result of every relation in life, 
and es once made up his mind that a certain course 
was right it was not possible to dissuade or discourage 
him. His theology was not learned from books or creeds, 
but it grew with his growth and became a part of him- 
self. He accepted fully the doctrines of the Christian 
Church, and with zeal and devotion he taught them not 
only in word but in deed, for he was a living epistle, 
known and read of all men, and wherever he was known 
there the liberty, power, and grandeur of Christian free- 
dom was felt and respected. He never taught dogmat- 
ically, but held his mind open to the developments of 
truth for which he was constantly searching. Creedsand 
dogmatic theology were of no use to one whose mind and 
soul had breathed so fully the spirit of the Gospel. Asa 
neighbor none was more obliging, asa husband none was 
more kind, as a father none could take greater care to 
train up their children in the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord, and as a Christian he was exemplary in every 
particular. His heart, his home, his purse, were ever 
open to the servants of God, and many Gospel ministers 
will remember his hospitality, generosity, and kind 
words; and in doing all he did he obeyed the command 
“not to let your left hand know what the right hand 
doeth.” He took a lively interest in all our public in- 
stitutions from the Quadrennial down to the local con- 
ference, and many of our schools and other enterprises 
were liberally remembered. The HERALD was a regular 
visitor to his home for many years, and its contents were 
read and acted upon. He was a great sufferer from can- 
cer, and amid all his pains nota word of complaint came 
from him, but patiently and heroically he endured the 
affliction, trusting in God for his deliverance. His re- 
lease from this life came at last peacefully, calmly, tri- 
umphantly. When so far gone as to ke unable to con- 
verse he would raise his hands indicating to his friends 
that he was happy, and the oe ,» happy” would 
often be heard by those near him. is pastor said to 
him, “Do you find Christ all sufficient now?” “All 
suflicient, all sufficient,” was his reply. Useful in life, 
— in affliction, heroic in trial and triumphant in 

eath, he could exclaim with Paul, “I am now ready to 
be offered, and the time of my departure is at band. I 
have fought a good fight, I have finished my course, I 
have kept the faith, henceforth there is laid up for mea 
crown of righteousness which the Lord the righteous 
judge shall give me at that day.” His funeral was con- 
ducted by the writer at his home, assisted by Revs.

50 cents; each female member under 18 years age, cents; and 
that this money be paid to the treasurer about the first of 
August in each year. 

A. H. Boren was elected president, D. A. Epperson vice- 
president, John Mangrum secretary, and Thomas Marvel 
treasurer of the Missionary Board. 

The following messengers were appointed: To the Indiana 
Presbytery (C. P), A. H Bennett and John Mangrum; to 
Liberty Association (General Baptists), M. G. Collins and Jas. 
B. Blythe; to the Southern Wabash [illinois Christian Confer- 
ence. A. I. Hogan and J. D. Wiggins; to the Western Indiana 
Christian Conference, Elizabeth Aiken and Peter Springston. 

J. N. Linzy was elected president and R. C. Carter was elected 
secretary. 

Elder A. I. Hogan was appointed to deliver the next annual 
address, and Elder A. H. Bennett was appointed alternate.
